County Judges Decide Juvenile Cases 
Gentle Firmness 


(Second of Five Articles)

What happens when a boy goes into a juvenile 
court courtroom? Is he berated, coddled, disposed of 
harshly, dismissed lightly? 
In Bucks County Juvenile Court, which I at­ 
tended last week, handling of boys by our judges 
meets none of the above descriptions as 
flatly 
stated. 
All but one of the cases I heard were before 
President Judge Edward G. Biester. The remaining 
one was before Judge I. Louis Rubin. 
In rpy opinion, Judge Rubin handled his case, 
a teenager involved in a motor vehicle case, judi­ 
ciously and with insight. He did not pamper the 


youngster, nor did he make him feel ill at ease. I 
should have liked to have heard (pore cases handled 
by him. 
Judge Biester, on the other hand, presented 
a more composite picture of the juvenile court 
judge, principally because I could watch his hand­ 
ling of a variety of cases and youngsters. 
Knows Boys 
Judge Biester, in my opinion, is a master at 
handling boys, putting them at ease, and digging for 
underlying reasons for their getting into trouble. 
He showed a rem arkable understanding of boys, 
their language, and their hidden conflicts. One case, 
involving a 14-year-old Lower Bucks boy, points out 
this understanding of how and why some boys get 
into trouble and how best to help them. More about 
that boy later. 


The point is that youths coming before our 
judges are handled firmly yet gently, and their 
cases are disposed of in a manner the judges feel 
will best benefit the youths. 
If the bovs must be sent to a training school, 
the judge picks a school which will suit the boy. 
Hardened cases go to stricter schools. 


Little Need 


There is no witness stand in juvenile court, no 
cross examination by district attorney or attorney 
for the defense, no strict formality such as in a court­ 
room which might alarm or terrify a youngster. 
Most of the time, there isn’t even an attorney. 
Attorneys are permitted to represent a young­ 
ster in juvenile court, but under the county system 
there is little need for one. Almost every vouth ad­ 


mits his “crime”, and there is often no contest nec­ 
essitating an attorney. 
There is no jury trial, and unlike many adult 
cases, the judge make the decision on guilt or inno­ 
cence. 
If a youth is very young (usually u nder 161, the 
charge is serious enough, his case may be certified 
over to Quarter Sessions court, where a jury of 
county residents will decide his guilt or innocence. 
If a youth is very young (usually u n d er 16), the 
judge will decide. 
Such was the case with the boy handled bv 
Judge Rubin. The boy was charged with reckless 
driving, failure to yield the right of way, and fail­ 
ure to give way to another driver attem pting to 
pass him. The boy denied the charges.
